Plans are now being prepared by 
Van Siclen and Macomber, architects, 
for Connaught Court, to be bulit at the 
corner of Fourteetnh and Mekay, on 
the brow of the hill with a mugnifi- 
cenc view of the Saskatchewan river, 
Parliament buildings, | Government 
house, south side, eta, and having 73 
apartments. It will be 100 by 144 feet, 
with four storeys and basement, » 
roof garden and an open court on the 
south side, to be arranged with flower 
beds. tl : 

As the architectural work was sepur- 
ed by competition, in which abott a 
dozen local architects took part, it is 
perhaps Superfluous to say that the 
building and furnishings will be the 
last word in modern, first-class apart- 
ment house construction, ‘It will be of 
tapestry brick exterior, very imposing 
and ornate in appearance, the style 
known as modern renaissance, A com- 
pany known as the Connaught Court 
company limited has been formed to 
finance it, and the cost, outside of the 
land, will be $150,000. The excavation 
is already finished and work on the 
building will commence early in the 
Agel and completion is looked for by 
fall, 


Large Reception Room. 

The main entrance will be on Four- 
teenth street, of marble steps, and will 
open into a vestibule tiled with marble. 
“lobby or reception room, 30 by 84{" 
fect, will have marble columns and 
beamed and richly panelled ceilings 
A large, open fireplace will adorn one 
side, with a plano and rich upholstery 
on the other, This room will be well 
furnished for the convenience and en- 
joyment of guests, At the right of the 
main corridor will be the telephone 
booth, connecting with phones in each 
apartment. The elevators wil-be auto- 
matically operated by buttons for each 
floor up and down, while beside the 
stairway space is reserved for private 
mail boxes, 

There will be two, three and four-room 
apartments, and every one will have 
outside Iight and air. These apart- 
ments will have several innovations for 
Edmonton, including disappearing beds 
which slide neatly under writing desks 
in each apartment in such a manner 
that there is absolutely no indications 
of beds when they are not in use. The 
bath rooms will have tiled floors and 
wainscotting and the most modern 
plumbing. 

Space is Economized. 

The kitchens are designed in such a 
manner that space is economized while 
at the same time every contrivance 
which science has devised will be pzo- 
vided, such ‘as china closet, cooling 
closet, flour bins and ventilators. *Ven- 
Uilations for the living and bed rooms 
is unique. The fresh air comes in from 
the, dutside through a duct between 
the floor joice and passes out through 
another duct above the bed to the at- 
tic, Each apartment will thus have 
its own separate ventilation. 

Every provision has been made for 
the safety of tenants, elevators and 
stairways being enclosed by fireproof 
partitions with automatic closing fire 
doors, There is also a fire division 
wall through the centre of the build- 
ing with a fire door held open by a 
link which fuses at 1380 degrees. Van 
Siclen and Macomber, the architects, 
were formerly of Vancouver and Seat- 
tle, but are now devoting all their at- 
tention to Eémonton. They specialized 
in apartment houses on the coast. 


COMPROMISE BEEN 
REACHED BY SAFETY

London, Jan. 17—A compromise has 
been reached on the question of arbi- 
tration which threatened to wreck the 
international conference of safety at 
sea, It is now expected that the con- 
vention will be signed January 30.

MORE VIOLENT 
ERUPTIONS OF 
SAKURA IIMA! 


Accompanied by Severe Earth- 
quakes, Causing Collapse 
of Many Houses, 


FLYING DUST ALMOST 
CAUSES SUFFOCATION 


Sun Like Ball of Blood and 
Gives No Light—Night 
Signals Are Used, 


Kagoshima, Jan. 17.—Two further 
violent eruptions of the volcano Sakura 
Jima accompanied by a severe earth- 
quake, occurred late last night, caus- 
ing the collapse of many buildings. 
Numbers of the inhabitants of Kagos- 
hima, who had returned fled again into 
the interior from the city. The ashes 
are falling thickly today. 

The sun looked like a ball of blood 
over Kagoshima today but it gaveno 
light and the darkness was such that 
night signals had to be employed on the 
railroads. The flying dust was so 
thick that the few pedestrians on the 
street making thelr way to the out- 
skirts of the city had to cover their 
mouths and noses with towels and 
handkerchiefs to prevent suffocating. 

The waters of the Gulf of Kagoshima 
seemed to be boiling and the quantity 
of floating pumice stone was so ‘great 
that it prevented navigation, 

Professor Omori, the Japanese seis- 
mologist, who arrived here yesterday 
circled the island of Sakura today and 
found a pronounced physical change 
Huge molten rocks formed a range into 


the sea practically blocking the bay 
across to Osumi. - 
Many dwellings remain in perfect 


condition on the northern coast, but in 
the devastated eastern coast ashes and 
lava reach to the eaves of the houses. 
Many new hil«s have sprung into exist- 
ence, « 

Must Aba.stio- Land. 

The professor s.w * Woman on the 
shore, but when he spoke to her she 
fled wildly into the interior, She was 
undoubtedly insane, 

Horses, cattle, dogs and cats died. 

The new craters formed on Sakura 
Jima are still pouring volumns of 
smoke in the direction of Osumi. 
About seven-tenths of.the Island is a) 
desert of lava and the remaining land 
is in such a hopeless condition that it 
must be abandoned, 

Fifteen hundred of the 2,000 houses 
on the island were buried. The esti- 
mated damage on this account ts 
$10,000,000. How to deal with the island- 
ers is a great problem, the professor 
says, but evidently they must migrate. 

Professor Omorl thinks the entire 
volcanic range of Kiu Shiu has entered 
upon a period of activity that recurs 
every 60 years and that eruptions may 
be expected at any time. Especially 
from the volcano Unzen, eight miles 
from Obima in the prefecture of Na- 
gasakl, 

The geologist Okada Is of the opin- 
fon that Sakura Jima will continue in 
eruption for a month.

It is suid they do this 
because the leather made here 1s of a 
much better quality, on account of a 
secret process invented by A. C. Todd, 
manager of the Edmonton Leather and 
Shoe Company’s tannery, and formerly 
of Moaford, Ont. This is the only 
leather that is waterproof, it is claimed. 
Several of the largest shoe dealers in 
Catiada are buying large quantities of 
“shoe pack,” a kind of shoe made for 
surveyors, engineers, lumbermen, far- 
mers and other outdoor workers, made 
by this company out of its own leather, 
The company has about 30. share- 
holders, all local men, and its factory 
and tannery is at Manchester, on the 
south side, just outside the city limits, 
on the €, P, and C. N, railways.

Will Run Trains on E, D, 
and B,C, 


PLUM FOR EITHER SYSTEM 


Will Mean Freight and Traffic 
Connection With Peace 
River Country, 


What company will operate the Ed- 
monton, Dunvegan and British Colum- 
bia railway, pow completed for 131 
miles north of Edmonton, as far as 
Mirror Landing? 

This is the question that is agitating 
the minds of people in touch with rail- 
way conditions, wholesalers, peopie 
all over the north country, and particu- 
larly the officials and employees of the 
railways in Edmonton, 

“1 don’t know anything about who 

will operate it, but I believe it would 
i be the greatest thing that could happen 
jfor creating traffic for the C. Pr, R. 
j from this city, if our road would take 
it over,” said D. J. Gunn, ticket agent 
at the Jasper avenue depot. ‘ 

It is believed in some quarters that 
one of the ways the C, P. R. will in- 
crease its mileage out of Edmonton and 
ut the same time gain a foothold in 
the Peace River country ahead of the 
other roads will be to take over th: 
McArthur railway. This is substan- 
tiated by the fact that the ploneer 
transcontinental has bought part of a 
right-of-way through the west end of 
the city, What makes. people who 
think that way sure of what they say 
is that the railway has already spent 
about $5,600,000 to establish themselves 
on the north side of the river in Kad- 
monton, although they had a statio., 
yards and roundhouses on the south 
side for years. They argue that the 
;C, P, R. would not have come over 
|the river at all unless they intended 
to branch out north and west. 

Others, however, are equally Sure 
that the Grand Trunk Pacific will sun 
the Dunvegan, basing their opinions n 
the fact that the track of the BE, D. & 
|B. C, starts out from the G, T, P.'s 
{north yard, five miles from the centre 
lof the city. In this case no additional 
facilities down town would be neces- 
‘sary as the G. IT. P. already has a 
! double track out to where the Dunvye- 
|} gan branches off, also freight and pas- 
senger facilities in the city, 

On the other hand it is stated that 
J. D. McArthur, who {ts building both 
the E. D, & B. C. and the Alberta & 
Great Waterways, once said that they 
would operate the railway themselves. 

But although application is to be made 
to the railway commission at once for 
{permission to run trains to Mirror 

Landing, it is not known that the road 

has any rolling stock or other equip-

since childhood, whose stage, whose social life, whose trades 
unions and whose fraternal societies have been the same at 
all times as ours, who have wrestled with the same social 
problems and political perplexities as we have been wrestling 
with ourselves, who have gone through the same experience 
exactly in the evolution of municipal and state government 
as we are going through right now, would be deprived for 
five long years of the right to vote, and the Dominion of 
Canada would lose the beneficial effect which naturally follows 
the exercise by such a people of the complete citizenship. 

The real underlying grievance of the conservatives 
against naturalization laws is not founded upon any very 
grave fears for the security of the empire, but upon the fact 
that there is a very large percentage of settlers from United 
States in Alberta, and that these almost unanimously vote 
liberal. The reason why they vote liberal is because they are 
progressive; probably the most progressive people in the coun- 
try. Had they not been progressive they would not now be 
in Alberta. And being progressive, they recognize at once in 
the conservative party the very same political spirit to escape 
which they fled their native land; the political spirit which 
piles up tariffs, fosters monopoly, panders to the-interests and 
perpetuates caste, class rule, nepotism and the divine right of 
kings and themselves. The Americans who come to Alberta 
are against all that by heredity, training, experience and the 
“natural hunch.” There is no chance whatever of the con- 
servatives ever getting the vote of the progressive settlers 
from United States. Consequently, the conservative leaders 
of Alberta, in their wisdom, would add two more years to 
their disenfranchisement.

TOO MUCH ARTIFICIAL 
COST OF AGRICULTURE, 

In spite of the fact that last year was supposed to have 
been a bad year financially, that land speculation is supposed 
to have come to a standstill and that municipal expenditures 
are supposed to have been cut down to bare necessities, Canada 
borrowed in Great Britain no less than three hundred million 
dollars for new capital expenditure, the greater part of which 
was for railway construction to open up new agricultural 
areas and to connect with tidewater east and west those 
already opened up. 

Field crops in Canada last year, the item which con- 
stitutes enormously the greatest bulk of Canada’s annual 
wealth production, aggregated $500,000,000, and the greater 
part of this banner-year’s cash value, beyond current living 
expenses, was required to pay interest and sinking fund on 
money already borrowed for purposes similar to those of last 
year’s borrowings. 

It is frequently pointed out that Canada’s population is 
yet only equal to that of the United States a century ago, 
and that four-fifths of the known agricultural areas Of the 
Dominion have not yet been brought under the plow.

TODAY IN DOMINION — 
HISTORY 


The Great Western Railway of Can- 
ada, one of the most important of the 
pioneer transportation lines of Upper 
Canada, was opened to traffic sixty 
years ago today. The Great Western 
connected the south bank of the Nia- 
gara river, a railway suspension bridge 
being constructed below the falls, with 
the western frontier of the province. 
Windsor was the western terminus cf 
the system, and later a, branch was 
built to Sarnia, the diverging poiat 
being at London. The Great Western 
had about a thousand miles of lines,

In the | 
islands now ruled by Uncle Sam the 
seventeenth of January is observed az 
patriotically as the fourth of July In 
the United States, the fourteenth or 


July in France, or Dominion day in 
Canada. The program for the day will 
include band concerts, processions, 


oratory, sports and a banquet In honor 
of thé survivors of the revolution “f 
1893, by which Queen Liliuokalani was 
deprived of her throne. It was “tho 
fat Queen Lil's” boundless ambition 
that led to her downfall, She ascended 
the throne In 1891, and from the first 
day of her rule it was apparent thet 
she was not in sympathy with the re- 
form party, which had held the ascend- 
ancy in Hawaii since 1887. It was the 
queen's ambition to restore the abso- 
lute monarchy, and rule in regal state 
as a despot whose word was law, She 
disliked constitutions and parliaments 
and all the machinery of democratic 
government, and she set about the task 
of getting rid of such encumbrances, 
On January 15, 1898, she attempted to 
proclaim a new constitution in the 
direction of absolute power. She 
quickly discoveerd that she had gone 
too far. The queen’s ministers op- 
posed the change, and a committee of 
safety was formed which on January 
17, deposed the queen, and kindly, but 
firmly informed her that the country 
could get along without her services.

That the publicity campaign now 
being carried on, by the Central, 
Alberta Development is bearing the | 
right kind of frult appears to be well | 
established in a letter received this | 
week from J, L. Porte, who has been! 
in charge of the Edmonton and Central | 
Alberta exhibits that have been touring | 
many of the states during the past few 
months. 

What we need more than anything | 
else in Alberta Is skilled farmers with 
sufficient capital to get right to work | 
on the rich land to be had on every 
side, that they make the right kind of | 
headway. In many cases where settlers H 
take up good quarter sections they | 
have not the necessary funds to im- | 
prove these lands, and their returns are | 
necessarily very much below what they 
might be under the right conditions, 

Results of Campaign. 

Mr. Porte, in writing to Industrial | 
Commissioner G, M, Hall, tells of a 
number of farmers who are preparing | 
to come to the province of Alberta as a 
result of the more recent publicity cam- 
paign in the States. It will be noted 
from Mr. Porte's letter, herewith pub- 
lished, that these farmers are fairly 
well to do and ywill make excellent 
citizens. The good work of spreading | 
through the States the gospel of rich | 
land and big crops in Central Alberta 
will be continued throughout the win- 
ter months. 

One of the next points of a 
where the Central Alberta exhibits will 
be seen is the corn show at Dallas, 
Texas.

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PROVINCIAL GRAND SCOUT RALLY 

The folowing circular has been re- 
ceived in Edmonton, from the head- 
quarters in Calgary. 

1, All Calgary troops take part in the 
rally. 

2. All troops in provincial towns to 
send not less than one representative 
patrol of eight Scouts, with “S, M” or 
“A.S.M.” in charge. 

3. Expenses—Each troop furnish 
the travelling expenses of its repre- 
sentative patrol. (An entertainment 
might in many cases be given by the 
troop for the purpose.) 

4, Hospitality—As far as possible 
accommodation will be provided at 
Calgary for visiting patrols, the ar- 
rangements for which will be report- 
‘ed to euch troop later. 

5. Competitions—(a) Competitions 
will be confined to work having a 
bearing on the proficiency badges, or 
illustrative of scouting generally. 

(b) Prices pennants will be pre- 
sented to the winning patrols giving 
the name of competitions and place 
and date of rally. 

(c) Suggested competitions, Com- 
petitions will be held for any of the 
proficiency badges laid down in the 
headquarters regulations with which 
all Scoutmasters are invited to make 
themselves familiar. 

(da) Competitions will be conducted 
in two classes. Competitive and ex- 
hibitive. 

The former class will include com- 
petitions such as ambulance, bugling, 
shooting, master-at-arms, signalling 
etc, and these will be competed for 
during the rally; the latter class will 
include work done in connection with 
badges such as carpentering, electri- 
cian, photography, leather-worker and 
craftsmanship of a Ike nature, and 
in order that the work under this class 
be unjer exhibit, it will be necessary 
that each troop forward specimens 
of such to. the Provincial Secretary at 
least one week before the date of the 
Rally, legibly labelled with the name 
of the Scout, the troop and the town. 

The above is the recommendation of 
the committee appointed by the Pro- 
vinela! council to report on matter of a 
Grand Rally, This rally will be held 
from April 15 to 18, 1914, at Calgary. 
It is hoped to have the program for 
the rally sent out some time early 
in March . :

It seems to be rather early in the 
year to discuss this subject but in 
writing this am bearing our motto, 
“Be Trepared” in mind and I am quite 
sure with that in mind you will ex- 
cuse me.

In the first 
place we shonld begin right now pre- 
paring, for the camp and should save 
every cent that we can so that when 
the time arrives to leave for camp and 
pay our fees, we are prepared and not 
have to stay at home or else have to 
asic father or mother to give us some 
money so that we can go, I do not 
for 2 moment think that many scouts 
are guilty of asking their parents for 
the money but I do think, in fact L 
know that there are a few who have 
regularly to ask thelr parents for 
money. In some of the treops a very 
good plan bas been adopted and that 
is, one of the scouts, preferably the 
troops’ treasurer starts a saving ac- 
count for the boys, any sum from five 
cents up will be received by the treas- 
urer and he gives a receipt for the 
money and whenever he has a dollar 
he places the same in the bank, It is 
surprising how quickly the amount 
rises hy simply saving the cdd nickels 
and dimes instead of spending them 
on ‘something foolish. Another good 
plan is for the Scoutmaster or his as- 
sistant to keep a correct account of 
the work that is being done through- 
out the winter and spring months and 
to give practical demonstrations of it 
when at camp, but this can only he 
done when you note down everything 
that you do throughout the year as 
ctherwise you may forget something 
that may possibly be the most im- 
portant things. We hope to deal with 
small and large campe in the near 
future as there Is no doubt but what 
each has its advantages and disad- 
vantages, In the meantime we would 
like to h’enr from any Scoutmasters or 
others who have had some experience 
in camping, with a view of obtaining 
their viows on this subject. 


Scout Drill.

6f ‘obtaining some 
uniform’ commands for the’ little drill 
that Is necessary to move the troops 
around in+proper. order, We are 
aware that there are a_certain set of 
commands {n the handbook, Scouting 
For Boys, but some of the Scoutmas- 
ters seem to think that these are not 
sufficient, and whether or not they 
nre right, this matter ought to be 
looked into and thereby save all fur- 
ther confusion,

You often hear that question asked} 
what is scouting, what does it offer 
the boys? Did you ever stop your- 
self and ask what scouting really 
means for the boys In the first 
lace, I think that it teaches scouts 
their duty towards their fellow b'e- 
ings and their duty towards them- 
selves, Then again it gives every 
scout a training in self reliance and 
perseverance, it teaches them to be 
manly and upright and to keep cool 
in times of emergencies. Apart from 
that it gives them healthy recreation 
and clean sports In thelr spare hours, 
Physical culture Is also taken as one 
of the subjects and above all they are 
learned to love, honor and respect, 
their God, King, country and parents. 
Taking scouting as a whole it provides 
a safe channel for the surplus energy 
which is bound to assert itself in 
every healthy growing boy .
